The monthly meeting of the Parish Council was held on 
Thu. 16th July 7.30 pm in The Committee Room at the Vil- 
lage Hall. 


Village Hall Feasibility Study 
This is progressing with the consultants having held vari- 
ous meetings and distributed questionnaires to relevant people 
in the Village. They have collated all the information and will 
be producing a business plan. 


Sponsorship for BMX rider 
The Councillors agreed a donation of £100 towards the 


sponsorship of a BMX rider from the Village once it has been 
established what the extent of the other funding was that he 
had raised. 


Play Area 
It was agreed that once the dog grids had been completed 
the invoice would be paid, holding back 10% until landscap- 
ing is completed in September. The fence around the play area 
will also be repaired. 


Tree survey 


Administration work is progressing on this so that a main- 
tenance programme of tree work can be started this autumn. 


Basketball area 
It was agreed that construction of the proposed basketball 
area at the rear of the Farmhouse would be started once the 
sheds had been cleared out and demolished. 


Overnight Lorry Parking in the Village 
Nothing further had been heard regarding the vehicle weight 


restriction for the Village. Local industry was being consulted 
on this and their views taken into consideration. 

The Clerk was asked to write to AMTRAK regarding the 
large trailer being parked in Viking Way. The Clerk to ask 
whether AMTRAK required a licence to operate trailers. 


Benches on the Village Green outside the Play Area 


It was decided that these benches should remain in situ. 
The Clerk will investigate the implementation of a ‘football 
wall/fence’ somewhere in the Village.

Little Acoms is a privately run pre- 
school for children aged 3 and 4 years. 
Sessions are held daily in the meetings 
room or on Mondays in the Studio at the 
School. We have three members of staff at each session 
and we provide a caring, sociable and educational envi- 
ronment in which all children are treated as valuable in- 
dividuals. 

A typical session would take the following form: 

- Children arrive and choose a free activity eg. play- 
dough, water-play, weighing and measuring, sorting, con- 
struction, role-play and creative activities. 

- Circle time. All the children gather on the carpet for 
a discussion time, including days of the week, the topic 
and a chance for each child to show and discuss the trea- 
sure they have brought to the session. 

- Snacks and drinks 

- Singing/music & movement 

- Structured activities - The children divide into three 
groups. One group does worksheets, one group do name 
writing and the other group participate in making some- 
thing related to the topic. The groups rotate until they 
have participated in each activity. 

- outside play 

- music / parachute play / story 

- home time 

Children take home worksheets or story books to 
share at home with the rest of the family. We have a 
policy whereby Sally and Deb can be contacted by par- 
ents out of session times to discuss anything which may 
arise. We also organise several parent consultation eve- 
nings throughout the year so that parents can be kept 
informed of their child’s progress and ask any questions 
they may have. 

In the term after their 4th birthdays children are en- 
titled to up to 5 free sessions per week under the Nurs- 
ery Grant Scheme. If you would like information about 
the scheme or would like to make an appointment for a 
visit, we would love to meet you and your child; please 
contact us.

Our general sessions are open to all children aged 2% to school age. Each session begins with the children 
sitting together and answering "yes" to the register. This is followed by a brief explanation of the session's topic. 
The children choose from the activities in our craft room which include painting, cutting out, sand/water play and 


modelling. 


There are also more structured activities including pencil control, basic maths and occasional cooking lessons 
and excursions.

Worns are my favourite food, along with snails (the shells 
provide me with the Calcium that I need). I also eat leaves 
and plant shoots, some of which help me to ward off 
diseases. 

I’m now in the process of passing 
this information on to my offspring 
(Bracken, Fern and Bramble). Bramble 
doesn’t like eating his ‘greens’. He just likes to eat all 
the juicy meaty bits! I tell him “The ‘greens’ have to be 
eaten to keep you healthy”. 

Word has come through that over 20,000 of our fel- 
low badgers are killed each year crossing ‘The Black 
Ribbon’. We only use our traditional routes to move 
about the countryside, but every year there are more 
‘Black Ribbons’ criss-crossing the land. Unfortunately 
skin and bone are no match for metal; we always come 
off worst! 

But enough of this, back to the feeding, because it 
will be getting light soon and I want to be back home 
with my family, snug in our sett. So, until next time, bye.

This hospital discharge scheme, managed by Care Net- 
work with joint Health and Social Services funding, is 
currently seeking volunteers. 

All out of pocket expenses (including a car mileage 
rate) are paid and volunteers receive training. Patients 
are assessed according to their individual needs, but it is 
people living alone and with no immediate care avail- 
able on discharge who benefit most from the service.
